1 . (Cun^ntly Amended) A particle size distribution measuring apparatus comprising: 
a sample cell; 

a light source section ©f-lrradiating two or more laser lights having a plurality of 
wavelengths to the sample cell; 

at least two detectoqs configured to measure the-flcintensity of a direct light- passing 
through the sample cell and light scattered by said particles at respective scattering angles^ 
ea ch deterfor confiaursd to measure the intPn gitY nf light of one of the oluralitv of 
wavelengths within the same me asuring range: and 

an arithmetic processing section configured to determine the particle size distribution 
by using the intensity of thfiJ aser light at a-aaJirst wavolength for tho region of the port i olo 
oizo having low oonsitlv i ty, and a laser l i ght at a a g^second wavelength s whole range 
of tho partiolo oizo to bo mooourod te-be-measured by the detectors. 

2. (Original) The apparatus of claimed 1 wherein said light source section further 
comprises a plurality of light sources capable of irradiating laser lights at a plurality of 
different wavelengths. 

3. (Previously Amended) The apparatus as claimed 1 wherein said detector is 
configured to measure the intensity of the direct light and light scattered by said particles at 
respective scattering angles irrespective of the wavelength of the laser light. 

4. (PrBviousiy Amended) The apparatus of claim 1 where said light source in-adiates 
laser light at plurality of wavelengths sequentially. 
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5. (PiBviously Amended) The apparatus of claiml further comprising a shutter 
configured to transmitting laser light of a selected wavelength and prevent the transmission 
of laser light at another wavelength. 

6. (Original)The apparatus of claim 1 wherein said light source section irradiates a first 
laser light having a first wavelength and at least a second laser light having a second 
wavelength, wherein said first wavelength is at least 1.5 times larger than said second 
wavelength. 
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
